JEFFERSON CITY, March 21. 
—(JP)—The 
national 
guard 
has 
gone to war—but Missouri still 
has a civilian army to guard the 
home front. 
The statutes call it the Missouri 
reserve military force. Most per­ 
sons, including its members, call 
it the state guard. 
Its size has become a military 
secret. 
But it 
numbers several 
thousand. And it’s no wooden gun 
outfit. It even has an air corps. 
Even before the national guards­ 
men 
began 
marching 
to 
army 
training camps in the fall of 19 40, 
the state guard was beginning to 
organize. So rapidly did it develop 
that units took formal shape in 
some localities the day after the 
guardsmen left. 
By January , 19 41, the organiza­ 
tion was statewide—but still num ­ 
erically 
small. 
Then 
came 
the 
Dec. 7 attack on Pearl harbor. 
I he small state guard mushro o m­ 
ed into a fair-sized standing army 
almost overnight. 
No Lack Of Recruits 
There was—and still is—no lack 
ot 
recruits. 
I housands 
of 
men 
from 18 to 64 rushed to join, de­ 
spite the fact they serve without 
pay unless they are mobilized for 
active duty . Then they are allow­ 
ed only the regular soldier's pay . 
The state guardsmen drill in 
uniform once or twice a week un­ 
der the command of volunteer of- 
iicers, most of whom have had 
previous 
military 
training. 
All 
guardsmen must pass phy sical ex­ 
aminations.

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Defenders Brace 
Fo r Full-Scale 
Jap Offensiv e 


WASHINGTON, March 21—LT>) 
—The long smouldering Philippine 
fighting front burst into flame 
today , and the American-Filipino 
defenders braced for a new full- 
scale Japanese offensive. 
While patrols skirmished sharp­ 
ly on the Bataan peninsula, enemy 
batteries hammered at the Manila 
fortifications, to the War depart­ 
ment reported. 
Japanese 
warships, 
including 
cruisers and destroy ers, scouted 
around the 
islands, 
seeking 
to 
blockade those thus far unoccu­ 
pied and to disrupt sea traffic. 
Lieutenant General Jonathan M. 
Wainwright, General Douglas Mac- ! 
Arthur's successor, reported to the 
War Department that a renewed j 
assault on the peninsula appeared 
probable. 
A late day communique added 
that the resumption of activity , 
after a lull of weeks, indicated j 
that Lieutenant General Tomoy uki : 
Yamashita, 
the 
new 
Japanese 
commander, might be re-grouping 
his forces for a long-delay ed of- j 
fensive. 
The new outbreak of fighting 
followed by four 
day s 
General 
MacArthur’s arrival in Australia 
to 
take 
supreme 
command 
of 
southwest Pacific defenses. It re­ 
presented the first major activity 
by the invaders since Yamashita 
arrived from his Singapore con­ 
quest to take command of the 
Japanese following the reported 
suicide 
of 
Lieutenant 
General 
Masaharu Homma. 
Except for an easily repulsed 
minor raid made by the fee on 
Tuesday , Bataan has enjoy ed al­ 
most unbroken quiet since Mac­ 
Arthur's surprise thrust of Feb­ 
ruary 26 which gained from one 
to five miles all along the line. 
Not since MacArthur smashed 
a series of attacks in early Febru­ 
ary have the Japanese essay ed a 
full scale drive. 
Official obser­ 
vers believ ed their chances of com­ 
mand and the enforced transfer of 
Japanese bombers to the Nether­ 
lands Indies explained the lull. 
Prior to revival of activity on 
the Bataan line, Japanese siege 
guns roared a possible overture to 
a new attempt to crush resistance, 
hammering with increased inten­ 
sity at the Manila Bay fortifi­ 
cations. 
Described by the war depart­ 
ment as “an 
extremely 
heavy 
shelling,” the fire came from the 
largest enemy guns y et reported 
in action, 240 millimeter, about 
eight inch, weapons which hurl 
high ^xplosive missiles 
of

pounds or more. 
“Very little damage of military 
consequence,” 
was 
inflicted, 
a 
communique said, 
adding 
that 
American guns and mortars on 
Corregidor and nearby islands de­ 
livered effective counter blows. 
The defenders scored,
